Five Grass Fires 


Reported In County 


The Crawford County Sheriff Depart- 
ment reported that there were five grass 
fires in the county last week. None of these 
fires were considered serious or did much 
damage, but they should serve as a remind- 
er that until the floor of the forests green the 
potential for fire exists in northern Michi- 
gan. 

The Departmennt of Natural Resources 
responded tc three of the fires, and has list- 
ed fire conditions as moderate to high. 
Burning permits are being issued, but 
usage is limited to after 6p.m. | 

Duane Brooks, DNR fire fighter, said 
that cold weather and the lack of wind has 
helped the fire situation. 

‘Wires don’t start as easily,’’ he said, 
‘and if we do have a fire, it doesn’t spread 
as fast.’’ 

A couple of warm windy days, with the 
woods as dry as they are, Brooks stated, 
would change the situation and create the 
potential for dangerous fire conditions. 

Brooks commended residents for their 
carefulness, but reminds that, historically, 
May is the worst month for forest fires.

To promote better communication with 
area citizens, and in compliance with 
Governor Blanchard’s guidance on Camp 
Grayling issues, COL David ‘‘Skip’’ Han- 
son, Camp Grayling Commander, has es- 
tablished a ‘‘complaint hotline.’’

The purpose of the complaint system is 
to address each concern with trained staff, 
to remedy the problem, and then to follow 
up, assuring that the solution has been 
adequate.

Cold weather delayed fly hatches 
and kept water teraperatures be- 
ween 48 and 55 degrees dampening 
the spirits of the less avid trout 
fishermen in Crawford County on 
Opening Day Saturday. 

‘Business was about the same alt | 
the shop,’ said Skip Madsen, 
owner of Skip’s Sport Shop, ‘but | 
there appeared to be fewer people | 
in the area.”’ 

Madsen said that cold, windy 
conditions kept lake fishing to a 
minimum, too. 

‘‘Thaven't heard much about how 
the dry fly fishing went,’' he said,

just too cold. Trout are most active 
when the water temperatures are 
between 55 and 65 degrees. 

The lack of rain probably helped 


the fishing, he said, but if it stays 


dry, the fishing will suffer later as 
water levels drop and tempera- 
tures become too warm.

Group Opposes Proposed Formaldehyde Plant

Seventy-two people gathered last 
Thursday night at the County 
Courthouse to discuss their en- 
vironmental concerns for Crawford 
County. By evening's end, the 
group was organizing with their 
initial goal to delay Georgia- 
Pacific's proposed construction of 
a formaldehyde manufacturing 
plant until additional information 
regarding the affect of formalde- 
hyde on humans and the environ- 

ment can be researched. 


The meeting was sponsored by 
Mike and Linda Caswell, Ken and 
Kathleen Melvin, and Mike and 
Laurie O’Donnell who have helped 
start the AuSable Conservation 
Trust (ACT). 


Mike Caswell opened the meeting 
by reading a statement expressing 
the group's response to the infor- 
mation provided by Georgia- 
Pacific during its April 6th public 
meeting. 

Caswell said that one of Georgia- 
Pacific's key selling points to the 
residents of Crawford County for 


its resin plant four years ago, was 
that there would be no need to 
manufacture formaldehyde at the 
Beaver Creek Township facility. 
He offered.articles in two area 
newspapers as proof of Georgia- 
Pacific’s statements. 

“Certain economic development 
and industrial growth,’ said Cas- 
well, ‘‘along with the proposed 
military expansion are jeopar- 
dizing the environment, natural re- 
sources and the quality of life in the 
entire northern Michigan area.” 

“To allow this expansion,'’ said 
Caswell, ‘‘is an open invitation for 
similar type chemical operations to 
move into our area."’ 

Ken Melvin, from Roscommon, a 
self-proclaimed environmental 
protection activist, said that he be- 
came involved with the Caswells’ 
movement because he could no 
longer sit back and watch this area 
become the ‘Midland of the 
north,” 

He said that in public hearings 
held in 1985, Georgia-Pacific 
assured area residents that since it 
was already the fifth largest pro- 


Georgia-Pacific Pledges 
*450,000 To Help 
Offset Tax Exemption 


Georgia-Pacific Corp. this week 
reaffirmed that it will pursue a 
property tax exemption for the pro- 
posed expansion of the Beaver 
Creek facility. However, as a result 
of discussions with Beaver Creek 
Supervisor John Hartman concern- 
ing the serious fiscal problems that 
the Michigan school systems are 
now experiencing, the company 
also said that if the exemption is 
approved it will contribute $60,000 
annually for up to three years to 
support the Crawford-AuSable 
School District. 

This $50,000 contribution is in ad- 
dition to the approximately $70,000 
of property tax revenue that the 
school system would receive in the 
first year as a result of the pro- 
posed expansion. e 

‘‘A tax exemption is essential for 
the new facility to be competitive 
and is an inducement for expan- 
sion,” said James H. Taylor, vice- 
president - Chemical Division, ‘‘but 
the fiscal stability of the school 
system is also critical."' 

The first $50,000 annual contribu- 
tion would be made to the local 
school district during the new 
facility's first full year of opera- 
tion, which Georgia-Pacific proj- 
ects as 1991. Similar contributions 
would be made annually for the fol- 
lowing two years if state funding 
for educational Improvements and 
property tax relief is not passed. 

‘‘Because of our commitment to 
the citizens of the Beaver Creek 


and Grayling communities, some 
of whom are our employees, and 2 
long-standing company commit- 
ment to high-quality education, we 
believe that contributions to sup- 
port the Crawford-AuSable School 
District during the present fiscal 
difficulty would most benefit the 
community,’’ concluded Taylor. 

Georgia-Pacific is asking for a 50 
percent tax abatement for 12 years 
for the estimated $10 million plant 
expansion. 

According to Beaver Creek of- 
ficials, Georgia-Pacific would pay 
an estimated $218,000 a year in 
taxes on the new plant without the 
50 percent tax abatement (based on 
last year’s millage rates). With a 50 
percent tax abatement, Georgia- 
Pacific would pay an estimated 
$117,000 a year in new taxes. (This 
amount isn’t 50 percent because of 
special assessment millages which 
are exempt from the tax 
abatement.) 

Crawford AuSable Schools would 
receive an estimated $140,000 a 
year in new tax revenues from 
Georgia-Pacific without the 50 per- 
cent tax abatement. Crawford 
AuSable Schools would receive an 
estimated $70,000 a year in new tax 
revenues from Georgia-Pacific 
with the 50 percent tax abatement. 

A public hearing on the 
Georgia-Pacific tax abatement ap- 
plication will be held at the Beaver 
Creek Twp. Hall Thursday, May 11, 
at 7p.m. 


ducer of formaldehyde in the U.S. 
that it had adequate supplies for 
the future, and that manufacturing 
it at the Beaver Creek facility 
would not be necessary. 

‘They did not tell us that if it be- 
came too expensive to ship it that 
they would make it here,’’ said 
Meivin. ‘‘In my opinion, we were 
deliberately deceived by their pre- 
vious statements into believing 
that they would never manufacture 
formaldehyde here.’’ He concluded 
by saying, ‘‘The burden of poilution 
on our environment is still growing 
and must be stopped."’ 


LOCATION QUESTIONED 

Richard Walle, from Toledo, 
Ohio, said that he has been travel- 
ing to this area for 13 years to 
‘‘chase fish.’’ He said in his 
opinion, there are places where you 
build chemical] plants, and places 
where you don't build chemical 
plants. 

‘‘Places where the air is clean 
and the water is clean are places 
that you don’t mess with,"’ he said. 
‘‘Toledo is a great place for a for- 
maldehyde plant,”’ stated Walle. 
‘The air already stinks and the 
groundwater is already polluted, 
and formaldehyde doesn’t make 
that much difference.’’ 

The company Walle works for re- 
cently divested itself of two large 
plants that used large amounts of 
formaldehyde, which Walle said 
makes him quite knowledgeable 
about the practical as well as the 
physical affects on people and the 
potential impact on the environ- 
ment. 

He said that there is no system in 
the world that is fail safe. © 

‘A month ago,” said Waile, 


“Exxon would have told you that 
there was no way that they could 
spill 10,000,000 gallons of oil in the 
Pacific.” 

To help clarify the term ‘‘parts 
per million’’ (ppm), Walle said that 
if you took one dollar bills and laid 
them down on the highway from 
here to Detroit and back and then 
picked up one of them, that would 
equal one ppm. 

According to Walle, National In- 
stitute of Occupation Safety and 
Health (NIOSH) documents on for- 
maldehyde state that ‘‘beyond the 
potential of cancers, concentra- 
tions ranging from 1/10 ppm and up 
can cause burning eyes, tearing. 
and general irritation of the upper 
respiratory passages.’’ 

‘Now, we'll go back and lay that 
trail of one dollar bills from here to 
Detroit and back five times, and 
pick up one, and that is the amount 
of formaldehyde that can cause 
irritation, tearing, coughing, and 
sneezing; particular problems for 
the elderly and people with respira- 
tory problems,”’ explained Walle. 

PUBLIC HEARING 

Richard Joseph, a native of 
Grayling and an attorney with 
Simpson and Moran in Charlevoix, 
advised the gathering to organize, 
and to appoint one person to speak 
on behalf of the group. He said that 
he had contacted the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) per- 
sonnel, and the DNR was uncertain 
whether a public hearing on 
Georgia-Pacific’s proposed  con- 
struction project was necessary 

‘because it is an expansion of an 

existing business. Joseph said that 

it was imperative that letters be

S. Branch Asks Voters 
For Ambulance Millage 


South Branch Township will be 
holding a special election on Tues- 
day, June 6, for township residents 
living south of M-72'East. Resi- 
dents will be asked to decide 
whether to create a special assess- 
ment district to raise funds for 
‘furnishing ambulance protection 
apparatus, equipment, and 
housing.”’ 


South Branch Township is cur- 
rently contracting with Higgins 
Township Ambulance at $833 per 
month for service to the southern 
part of the township. This contract 
will be in effect until a decision re- 
garding the special assessment dis- 
trict is reached. 

Mary Molion, township clerk, 
said that if the special assessment 
district is approved in June, the 
township will hold two hearings to 
determine whether the affected 
residents are willing to tax them- 
selves an estimated one mill to pay 


for the ambulance service. She said 
that one mill wil] generate approx- 
imately $17,000 in revenues. 

‘People have been complaining 
about the length of time it takes for 
the Crawford County Ambulance to 
reach them,’’ explained Mollon. 
“The Higgins Township Ambu- 
lance is able to provide emergency 
service to our residents who live 
close to Higgins Township and so 
far from Grayling." 

If residents vote to establish the 
special assessment district, and 
then approve the necessary mil- 
lage, the residents living south of 
M-72 East will pay three ways for 


their ambulance service. Once 
through property taxes to 
Crawford County whose ambu- 


lance will be serving only a small 
portion of South Branch Township, 
a second time with their special 
assessment district tax, anda third 
time when they use the ambulance, 
and receive an itemized bill.

‘sent to Randy Telesz, the DNR of. 
‘ficial assigned to review Georgia- 
‘Pacific’s permit application, and 
‘demand a public hearing on the 
‘permit, and that the hearing be 
‘scheduled in Grayling. 

- “The DNR loves’ Georgia- 
Pacific,” stated Joseph, ‘‘and if no- 
‘body does anything, the plant is 
going to be built with the DNR’s 
blessings.’’ 

Joseph said that letters should 
‘also be sent to state legislators, 
Ostling and Binsfeld, and to U.S. 
Senators and Representatives. He 
said that it was important to seek 
‘federal input. 

. ‘The DNR is more and more be- 
coming an administrative agency 
‘under the direct control of the 
‘Governor's office,'’ stated Joseph. 
He said that the Governor’s office 
is promoting the ‘“‘Say Yes to Mich- 
igan'’ campaign, and he wants 
everybody to say. yes to Michigan 
‘in as many ways as possible, and 
‘these kinds of permits are just get- 
‘ting rubber stamped by the DNR 
‘at the direct request of the Gover- 
“nor.” 

. In conclusion Joseph said that 
-the group should be ready to seek a 
‘temporary restraining order to de- 
‘lay construction, and appeal the 
‘ruling on. the permit if necessary.

' Jan Reynolds said that she was 
excited to hear. about Thursday’s 
‘meeting because it indicated that 
‘Maybe there was some heads-up in- 
‘terest in where Crawford County Is 
‘going as a whole.

vironment as is,’’ Reynolds said, . 


‘it is going to take a lot of work on 
the part of a lot of people.’’ It is not 

just Georgia-Pacific, she  con- 
cluded, it is the whole realm, 
everything that the people in Craw- 

ford County are upset about right 
‘now, from the National Guard to all 
the timber being cut. 

- Dale Franz from Gaylord spoke 
-of the effort mounted by many Gay-

He told the group not to allow any- 
one tell them that because they op- 
pose Georgia-Pacific's expansion 
that they are doing something 
wrong, or that they are against 
progress.

Stachovich said. 

‘YT am the only resident of the 
ghost town, Pere Cheney,’’ Stacho- 
vich said, ‘‘so there is nobody to 
back me up.” He said that he was 
trying to get things going at Pere 
Cheney, not have them end. 

Stachovich said that he had left 
city lif: for the advantages of the 
north, and now it appears that in- 
dustry is coming north too. He said 
that there is already an odor in the 
air, and he hates to think what the 
air will smell like if the formalde- 
hyde plant is built. 

Sharon Savage from Houghton 

Lake, a victim of an occupational 
injury when she was exposed to sul- 
furic acid, said that chemicals can 
react differently on people, and can 
cause different problems too. 
‘’ Laura Schans stated that she was 
concerned abput the Georgia- 
‘Pacific expansion. She said that 
they had insulated their home with 
ureaformaldehyde before the 
government banned its use, and 
have had the formaldehyde levels 
inside their home tested periodica)- 
ly. 

'. Schans said that when they de- 

‘cided to sell their home a few years 

‘ago they discovered that they had 

to sign an affidavit stating whether 
or not formaldehyde was present in 

‘their home. 

“T¢ the chemical is so safe,” 
Schans asked, ‘'why do we have to 
declare its presence?”’ 

Mike O’Donnell said that he had 
talked to DNR toxicologist, Cathy 
Simons, who said that formalde- 
hyde is treated as an animal car- 
cinogen and is treated as @ poten- 
tial human carcinogen. He said 
that OSHA categorized formalde- 
hyde as a potential occupational 
carcinogen. 

AIR E: MISSIONS 

Throughout the evening the ques- 
tion of just how much formalde- 
hyde is emitted into the air by the 
present Georgia-Pacific facility, 
and how much the formaldehyde 
facility would add to that amount 
was bandied about with several 

‘persons quoting conflicting infor- 


mation. 

Joseph said that he had a copy of 
Georgia-Pacific’s 1988 Toxic Chem- 
ical Release Inventory Reporting 
Form II, dated 7-1-88 which states 
that Georgia-Pacific estimated 
that it emitted 4,900 pounds of for- 
maldehyde into the ambient air in 
1987. He said that he has spoken to 
a loxicologist from Michigan State 
University who operates a consult- 
ing firm and is qualified to testify 
in court as an expert witness. 
Joseph said that the toxicologist 
said that if the plant is built, the 
area can anticipate that it will emit 
approximately 50,000 pounds of for- 
maldehyde into the air each year. 

Melvin said that , Georgia- 
Pacific’s emission information is 
confusing at best. He said that the 
emissions are tested at the stack, 
which is 100 foot in the air, and then 
Georgia-Pacific representatives 
talk about fenceline levels. 


When the DNR and Joseph New- 
man, Manager of the Georgia- 
Pacific Beaver Creek resin plant 
were contacted following the meet- 
ing to clarify the possible emission 
discrepancies, the DNR said that 
Georgia-Pacific’s current permit 
allows emissions of .045 pounds of 
formaldehyde per hour, or 394.2 
pounds per year. The new permit 
application for the formatdehyde 
plant was recelved by the DNR on 
April 26, and if approved, would 
allow .085 pounds per hour frorh 
both plant operations, or 744.6 
pounds per year. 

Newman said that the 4,900 
pound figure on the EPA report is 
derived from an EPA formula, and 
has nothing to do with actual plant 
data, 

‘When the EPA gave us this 
form to fill out they provided the 
formula to estimate fugitive or non- 
point source emissions,’’ said New- 
man. He said that it is used for 
every plant that stores and uses 
formaldehyde regardless of the 
plant’s environmental control sys- 
tems, 

Newman also stated that stack 
level emission tests submitted to 
the DNR on_ 6-17-87, 
emissions to be less than .02 
pounds per hour. 


DEVELOPMENT 

Near the end of Thursday's meet- 
ing, John Hartman, Beaver Creek 
Township Supervisor, was asked 
how he felt about the concerns that 
had been expressed by the group. 
He said that he would be asking 
Georgia-Pacific to clarify several 
issues that had been discussed, but 
that he was also concerned about 
the group’s ‘‘no more develop- 
ment’’ attitude. He said that the 
area needs jobs, and Georgia- 
Pacific owns the property it wants 
to develop. 


“TIT do not want my children to 
have to leave the area in order to 
find jobs,’’ he said. ‘If Georgia- 
Pacific can prove that it can safely, 
as safe as possible, produce its 
product,’’ he continued, ‘‘then I do 
not see how it can be refused, just 
because it is a chemical plant.”’ 

Linda Caswell said that she was 
not against industry, but that she 
believes that future development 
should be non-polluting industry 
compatible to the area, and that 
will not endanger the environment. 

Marilyn Rosi read the following 
quote from Newman that appeared 
in last week’s Avalanche, ‘‘We 
need to look beyond the special 
groups and determine where the 
true sentiment lies. We accomplish 
this by listening to our everyday 
personal contacts, and I continue to 
get a good response there.’’ 

‘‘Where is Joe Newman to- 
nigat?’’ Rosi asked. 

She said that, in her opinion, this 
assembled group qualifies as a 
cross section of the community. 
Rosi said that she could identify 
teachers, shopkeepers, a lawyer 
and a retired teacher. 

Regarding the six jobs the for- 
maldehyde ‘plant would bring to 
Grayling, Rosi asked how many 
recreational related jobs would be 
lost because of the plants existence 
in Crawford County. 


Dan Alstott, chairman of the Au- 
Sable-Manistee Action Council 
(AMAC), told the group to be pre- 
pared to stay the course of their ac- 
tions, and that what they were at- 
tempting was a big job. 

Bill Gregory from AMAC sug: 
gested that the group request an 
Environmental Impact Statement. 


In closing, Linda Caswell said 
that the volume of concerns ex- 
pressed throughout the evening 
was mind boggling. 

“We need time to think,’’ she 
said. ‘'Time to find answers from 
experts we can trust, before any 
decisions are made, and Georgia- 
Pacific is going to have to allow us 
the lime we need.”

Parents, community members 
and school personnel are often 
troubled by articles praising other 
countries for the high scores and 
reports of high levels of education. 
They never tell us if all children of 
all families and capabilities are 
given educational opportunities. 
The numbers and scores are most 
probably from the higher levels of 
educated students. Many children 
work in the fields, factories, etc., 
and are never exposed to educa- 
tion. 

Our school district is required by 
law to provide an educational op- 
portunity for ALL children. This 
district complies with the law in an 
exemplary fashion, as recognized 
by the State in designating Craw- 
ford AuSable Schools as an Exem- 
plary School. 


Programs are provided for tne 
preschool child who is very young, 
isolated from other children, a 
member of a one parent home or a 
child who is developmentally slow. 
These programs give the young 
child a quality beginning in the 
educational process which helps 
prevent failure and enhances suc- 
cess. 

The administration has worked 
very hard this last year in 
cooperation with the intermediate 
district to improve programs here 
at the home school for special edu- 
cation students. Transportation 
and many services will be provided 
by our district, saving budget dol- 
lars and most importantly keeping 
students (most of them) close to 
home.

A Beaver Creek Township 
resident asked Avalanche reporter 
Irene Pettyjohn an_ interesting 
question recently. ‘'Where did the 
money go that Weyerhaeuser had

Crawford County got the money, 
since this was the place where the 
air pollution occurred, or did the 
state use the money to enforce air 
pollution laws. Where exactly did 
the money go? 


We thought it was a good 
question and went through the 
DNR channels until Rich Alexan- 
der, with DNR Air Quality Control 
(and also a member of the local 
softball team that won the state 
title), gave us the answer. 

The $325,000 Weyerhaeuser 
paid went into the state general 
fund (which some people around 
here feel is a giant pit of no return -- 
thus they feel Crawford County 
won't see a dime of the $325,000).

SPEAKER JIM WRIGHT of 
Texas is in a whole lot of trouble 
down in Washington. 

The Ethics Committee of the 
House of Representatives has 
charged him with breaking a bunch 
of House rules, mostly involving 


+ improper use of influence and im- 


properly directing money into his 
own pockets. - 

When the object of the charges is 
arguably the most powerful mem- 
ber of his political party in the 
country (Mr. Wright is second in 
line to succession to the presi- 
dency, for example), and when the 
accusing body is rigidly bi-partisan 
(the Ethics Committee has six 
Democrats and six Republicans on 
it), then there is a problem of 
rather gigantic proportions. 

Maybe Mr. Wright is not guilty of 
breaking any rules at all, and 
maybe the congressional process 
will clear him completely; it could 
turn out that way. Or maybe he is 
guilty, and the process will some- 


how result in some sort of 
discipline; it could turn out that 
way, too. 


Or maybe Mr. Wright will step 
aside, or be forced aside, or other- 
wise give up what certainly is one 
of the most powerful political 
positions in the world; that could 
happen, too. 

At this point, nobody knows for 
sure, 


* * * 

THERE IS A SCHOOL of thought 
that Mr. Wright’s travail is a har- 
binger of more trouble to come for 
all elected officials, especially 
members of Congress. 

This possibility naturally causes 
some concern among the 435 Rep- 
resentatives and 100 Senators; all 
members of the House and one 
third of the senators will be asked 
to face the voters again next year 
(they’re gearing up now for the 
1990 campaign). 

What happens to Mr. Wright may 
have some effect on their cam- 
paigns next year. Indeed, following 
closely as it does upon the heels of 
the John Tower rejection by the 
senate plus what the _ public 
generally sees as a money- 
grubbing drive for a huge congres- 
sional salary increase, the Speaker 
Wright case strikes yet another 
blow against Congress, or at least, 
against government in general.

MAYBE THAT’S THE WAY it all — 
will happen. But personally, I’m 
not going to bet the mortgage on it. 

In the first place, the Congress 
probably really isn’t all that bad. 
Many will argue that ethical stan- 
dards are higher today than 20 or 30 
years ago, partly because of public 
disclosure laws, more alert and 
competitive media coverage of 
both personal and public Hves of. , 
public figures, more'willingness to 
act against misconduct, and other 
reasons. The lawmakers’ ethical 
conduct may not be perfect (where 
is it perfect in any institution? ), but 
it's improved. 

In addition, incumbents have 
more than adequate weapons to 
fight back. Access to campaign 
funds, staffs, mailings, offices, 
etc., have helped bring a 98-99 per- 
cent re-election rate for incum- © 
bents. Those advantages are lock- 
ed in cement. 

Third, the public’s memory is 
notoriously brief. Tower and 
Wright and the pay raise hassel all 
will become history this year, long 
before the voters actually cast 
their ballots. What's past is for- 
gotten. 

And finally, and most important, 
while as a voter, I may be fed up 
with Congress, as an institution and 
as an operating body, I don’t neces- 
sarily dislike my congressman. He 
sends me letters, I see htm around, 
he’s a good guy. All those guys may 
be crooks, but not my congress- 
man, 

So I agree; let's throw the bums 
out. They deserve it. 

But not my congressman. He’s 
okay.

Nationally, the Co- 
operative Extension 


Service, the education- 


al arm of the U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture, is 
celebrating its 75th an- 
niversary this year. 

Its roots go back 
years before to the 
national land-grant 
college system. Mich- 
igan State University, 
the Michigan §land- 
grant school, was es- 
tablished in 1855 as 
Michigan Agriculture 
College to provide 
practical education in 
agriculture. The for- 
mal creation of an out- 
reach arm for those 
universities made it 
possible to spread new 


{ideas and practices 
beyond the campus 
boundaries. 


At first, Extension's 
audience was almost 
entirely rural, and 
agriculture and home 
economics were the 
areas of primary con- 
cern. Over the years, 
Extension expanded 
its focus to include 
youth work and 
natural resources, and 
found new audiences in 
urban and suburban 


and groundwater, 
helping local govern- 
ments cope with 
shrinking revenue 
bases, and improving 
the quality of family 
life for Michiganians of 
all ages. 

After all, that is what 
Extension is all about.

State’s Environmental Quality 
Continues Downward Trend 


Despite a modest 
gain posted in one cate- 
gory of Michigan’s en- 
vironmental profile in 
1988, the state's en- 
vironmental quality 
declined significantly 
over the past year, ac- 
cording to the tenth- 
annual Michigan En- 
vironmental Quality 
Index compiled by 
Michigan United Con- 
servation Clubs 
(MUCC), 

The EQ Index noted 
a six-point improve- 
ment in the category of 
Outdoor Recreation, 
tying its 1979 all-time 
high rating. The cate- 
gories of Wildlife and 
Energy held _ their 
positions from 1987, 
while the remaining 
four categories 
Water, Fish, Air, and 
Lands/¥orests de- 


clined from the pre- 

vious year's rating. 
Particularly disturb- 

ing was the establish-

In addition, bad news 
was found in_ the 
Lands/Forests _ cate- 
gory, which tied its 
record low of 1981. 

The 1988 EQ Index 
listed declines in four 
categories: 

* Air Quality - regis- 
tered an all-time rec- 
ord low by dropping 
five points from 1987. 
The drought last sum- 
mer, combined with 
hot sunny days which 
favor the production of 
ozone, created a ten- 
year record high in the 
levels of air pollution. 
In addition, public 
health concerns about 
solid waste incinera- 
tion and woefully in- 
adequate enforcement 
of Michigan's air pollu- 
tion laws provided sig- 
nificant cause for con- 
cern. 

¢ Water Quality 
registered a decline of 
two points in 1988, 


qy giving it a rating of 71 


out of a possible 100. 
Problems with com- 
bined sewer overflows, 
attacks on the state’s 
wetlands protection 
program, and in- 
creased problems with 
groundwater poilution 
contributed to the de- 
cline in the category. 

* Fisheries - declined 
two points to 78. Grow- 
ing problerns with the 
state’s salmonid fish- 
ery, concerns about a 
new influx of sea lam- 
prey in the Great 
Lakes, @ lack of. effec- 
tive fisheries research, 
and new public health 
concerns about fish 
contaminants all con- 
tributed to the decline 
in the category. 

* Lands and Forests- 
sipped four points 
from 67 to 63 out of a 
possible 100, due pri- 
marily to a continued 
lack of effective land 
use planning at both 
the state and federal 
level, 

Two categories in 
the 1988 EQ Index re- 
mained at their 1987 
levels: 

® Wildlife - effective 
wildlife management 
programs and _in- 
creasing numbers of 
certain species, com- 
bined with the coopera- 
tion of sportsmen, 
helped offset the ad- 
verse impact on wild- 
iife by man and mother 
nature. The category 
stays at a level of 78 for 
1988. 

* Energy - remained 
at a level of 47 for the 
third consecutive year. 
Until Michigan de- 
velops a_ long-term 
conservation

Part #76 Another Comforter 

As Jesus Christ pre- 
pares His disciples for 
His death, burial, 
resurrection, and as- 
cension back into 
Heaven, His promise 
of another comforter 
was most reassuring. 
“And 1 will pray the 
Father, and he shall 
give you another Com. 


forter, that he may 


abide with you for- 
ever.” (John 14:16). 
This promise of the 
coming of the Holy 
Spirit was assured by 
the prayer of the Son to 
the Father. His 
equality with the 
Father and Son are 
presented in the Greek 
word translated 
‘‘another”’ which 
means another of the 
same kind.

Makes 2 large or 4 small individual 
custards. 

Candied Sweet Potatoes 

6 medium size sweet potatoes 
3/4c,. Maple syrup 

butter or margarine 

1/4c. water 

salt and pepper 

Cook potatoes until tender. Peel 
and slice lengthwise. Cover with 
the maple syrup and dot with but- 
ter. Add water and salt and pepper. 
Bake about 35 minutes at 350°. 

For quick sticky buns, combine 
1/2c. maple syrup and 2 tbsp. but- 
ter in an 8’ square pan. Heat in 
400° oven until bubbly. Sprinkle 
with 1/2 c. chopped pecans. Com- 
bine 1/4 syrup and 3 tbsp. melted 
butter. Dip brown and serve rolls 
into mixture coating on all sides 
and place upside down on nut mix- 
ture. Bake 20-25 minutes or until 
brown. To serve, turn pan upside 
down on plate. :
